H o w H y a c in th s, T ulips, and Crocuses 
are Cultivated In H o lla n d . 
Holland has always been and proba­ 
bly will ever lie the mother of bulbs. 
Few persons, w hile admiring the beau­ 
tiful flowers produced from Holland 
bulbs, ever think of the care, time, 
and trouble taken 
to grow them. 
Bulbs have lieen cultivated there 4<k) 
or .YOO years, as near as can be ascer­ 
tained, but for several y ars past they 
have received more attent on than 
ever. 
Mr. Ecerhorst, a bulb growl r 
of l.asenhcim, near Harlem, Holland, 
was interview ed in'this city tb s w e**k. 
He said: 
“Holland, as lei well known, is all 
low land, the greater part of it lower 
than th * sea. 
The water is kept off by 
dykes: you have another name here. 
Erected here and there on them are 
large windmills, that pump the water 
out when it inundates the land. 
They 
present a v< ry strange appearance to 
an unaccustomed eye. 
We travel by 
canalboat* like. 
I understand, was 
once done here.” 
“ What is the so I like, that you are 
enabled to raise the finest bulbs?” 
“The best in the world for bulb- 
growing—pure, sandy soil. 
The rea­ 
son Holland bulbs ar** best is owing to 
the soil, temperature, 
and 
water, 
which is as pure as is possible. 
We 
have only to dig but 2 feet

you measure bv feet here—to find wa­ 
ter, not only in one place, 
but any­ 
where.” 
“How do \ on plant hyacinths to in­ 
crease their numb r?"

bulb and cut across the bottom several 
times, plant, and in June we I ft.

It seems that 
in Dicomber last a couple arrived in this 
city and secured shelter at the residence 
of Mr. Call on Fifth street, and from 
which gentleman the man, who gave his 
name as Goo. West, obtained employ­ 
ment. 
Later on West engaged rooms at 
the corner of 7th and Rosewood streets, 
at the residence of James Martin. 
Here 
the couple lived in their simple way for 
something like six months, and, although 
their means were limited and their table 
at times was only graced with a crust of 
bread, they seemed to enjoy life. 
Last 
Saturday morning, however, the woke up 
to a realization that their “ dream of life 
was o’er,” and, telling Mr. Martin’s peo­ 
ple that they were going to Little Falls 
to secure work, they started for the train 
but instead went to Aitkin. 
From later 
developments it seems that the girl, 
whose name is Jessie Mann, and the fel­ 
low, whose right name is Geo. Wescott, 
iiycd in the country near Mllibank, D. 
T., as neighing, Wescott being a mar 
Tied man with a wife and three children 
dependent upon him for support, and 
the youg woman tieing the only daugh­ 
ter of J. C. Mann, a respected citizen of 
that place. The pair became infatuated, 
and the man induced Miss Jessie to leave 
her home on the pretext of going to 
school at Lake City. 
Westcott soon fol­ 
lowed and girl and he disappeared to­ 
gether. All efforts to find trace of the 
husband or girl proved unsuccessful, un­ 
til last week, at which time Wescott re­ 
turned to Milbank and while there of 
course he was immediately questioned as 
to whether he knew the whereabouts of 
the girl, but he denied haring any knowl­ 
edge whatever of lier.

out with the couple on board. 
Mrs. 
.Mann, the grandmother of the girl was 
much troubled by tile lattcr’s elopement, 
and not long thereafter she fell dead 
while engaged 
in household 
duties. 
Though she was in poor health, it is 
thought the fatal crisis was hastened by 
the conduct of the granddaughter.

An Old Sea Captain T ells of W onders Per­ 
formed By Storm Waves. 
Kow York Tribune. 
Captain Farselle, of tho W hite Star 
steamship Adriatic, has been plowing 
tho boundless main these forty years. 
He has navigated every ocean and al­ 
most every know’n body of water large 
enough to float a ship. 
D uring recent 
years he has commanded some 
one 
of the 
Liverpool steam ers 
of the 
W hite Star Line, and has thousands of 
acquaintances in this city who know 
well what an honest, blurt, straightfor­ 
ward old sea dog he is. 
This introduc­ 
tion to the Tribune readers would be 
wholly unnecessary but for the m iracu­ 
lous nature of the stories which are to 
follow, aud which, says Captain Par- 
selle, “arc as true and sure as that the 
sun is now sinning at us here on my 
dick.” 
.. * 
The conversation which had preceded 
these wonderful tales hail referred to 
the storm wave lately encountered in 
mnl-ocean by the Germanic. 
The cap­ 
tain explained what sort of a sea it was. 
The newspapers called it a tidal wave.” 
he said, “ hut it was nothing of the sort, 
Tidal waves only occur in bays, firths, 
and rivers which are so situated as to 
lie peculiarly sensitive to the influences 
of the 
moon and of gravitation. 
At 
least that is how nieterologists explain 
them. 
But though I liavr studied their 
theories with laborious care, I have en­ 
countered tidal waves that had an origin 
far more subtle than iii the local situa­ 
tions that make water osjieciallv excit­ 
able. 
“ For instance, I saw a tidal wave 
once from u high bluff on tho banks of 
the Ganges. 
It was a perpendicular 
wall of water advancing at the rate of 
alsiut twenty miles an hour. 
It was 
perfectly straight, except at the very 
top, where it crested into a foam that 
had not strength enough to fall.” It 
was about seventeen feet high. 
T hat 
was a pure tidal w ave. and I have never 
yet been able to w orkout its origin or 
cause. 
“Now a storm wave, such as struck 
the Germanic, is a very dillerent thing, 
and is explicable upon thoroughly well- 
let 
I i eteorological pnncipl* - 
The 
w ind in a first-clas 
lessly erratic. 
I have known it to blow 
from every point of the compass within 
half an hour. 
It blows with terrific 
force ami of course, creates trem end­ 
ously heavy seas in every direction 
whence it blows. 
The sea recover* very 
slowly, so that atter the wind has 
veered from south to north, the seas 


am an honest man* her bow fell and 
her keel rose, and wo passed over that 
most terrific wave as gently as a chip 
over a mill pond rip p le! 
I never w as so 
dumbfounded in my life, for I fully ex­ 
pected that moment to be the last that 
ship would ever know. 
These two 
yarns, mind you, are my own personal 
experience^, and I give my word of 
honor for their truth. 
“ About three weeks ago on my last 
trip back to England we called at 
Queenstown. 
There I met my friend, 
Mr. Thomas ^*rry, the secretary of the 
London Board of Trade, a thoroughly 
well-known man, whose word is as good 
tis his bond. 
Ho told me in good faith 
the following story and said lie knew it 
to bo tru e : Some time ago, precisely 
when I don't just now remends)!*, a new 
light was being put in the Eddystone 
lighthouse. 
This 
house, yon know 
stands on a solid rock, which the sea 
entirely covers at high water. 
Tho 
building is a circular iron tower, hollow 
in Hie center, and about nine feet in 
diameter. 
The materials w hich were 
used to fix tho new light were brought 
by steamers to the rock, and holes wero 
I opened in the base of the lighthouse, 
through which t icy were adm itted into 
this hollow space. 
Then they were 
hoisted up by derricks to the top of the 
lighthouse.

My captain aud I 
were standing together on dock. 
I had 
given orders for the watch to be called, 
and they were then assembled on the 
poop deck. 
The captain said to mo, 
‘Mr. Parselie, i think the light ought 
to lie visible by this tim e’—meaning the 
Eddystone light. 
‘Suppose I go aloft 
and look,' I answered. 
“I went up tho riggingtill I got about 
sixty feet aloft, and suddenly, when 
just in that perilous jiositiou, I heard a 
terrible shout from tile deck. 
I looked 
down to see w hat was the m atter, and 
just as I did so a mountain of water 
struck us amidships. 
It picked me 
right off my feet aud hurled me clear 
through tiio 
rigging, 
flattened me 
against the mast whence I fell down in­ 
to tho m aintop.,. The rest of what hap-, 
peued I discovered after recovery. The 
w ave took off every strip of rigging and 
canvas, all the yards, boats and arms, 
and left the ship with only her masts 
standing. 
We ran bark to the Isle of 
W ight, and anchored in the Solent to 
ascertain the extent of the damage, and 
we discovered the most wonderful tiling 
of all. 
The ship hail been sheathed 
with copper, and that wave had stripped 
its top sheet off for eighty feet of the 
ship’s length, as clean as a mechanic's 
shears could have done! 
“ How did it happen? 
Don’t ask me. 
I suppose there may have been a little 
hole in the copper, and the water was 
forced into it with such im measurable 
power as to have the effect I have de­ 
scribed. 
But you rem em ber I told you 
there was a brig to tho leeward of us.

The w ind howled and 
shrieked and raved like a million of de­ 
mons loosed from the Styx.

struggled with each other for our pos­ 
session, and roared the most infernal 
noise as they broke over us in merciless 
force. 
Tho sky was inky, but not a 
drop of water fell. 
My chief officer 
and myself were standing on the bridge 
directing the helm. 
Suddenly,directly 
in front of us, alxnit a hundred yards 
away, I saw' a most prodigious m ount­ 
ain of water. 
Its towering crests was 
splashed into a white foam, and ap­ 
peared just lietween the two yards of 
the mast. 
AI love file hellish din of the 
storm I could hear tho awful base roar 
of that monster wave as it came toward 
us like a steam-engine. 
I turned to 
my ollicer. His face was as white as 
chalk.

break of the Pillager Indians at 
Leech Lake nothing can be learned 
here and the rumor is generally 
discredited. The Globe correspond­ 
ent to-day visited a camp of Pilla­ 
gers at Gull lake and talked with 
several 
Indians who 
came from 
Leech lake within a few days, who 
denied any knowledge of trouble in 
that vicinity. 
A week or so ago 
a small 
building at Leech lake 
river dam owned 
by the govern­ 
ment was burned down, whether 
by accident or otherwise 
is not 
known, but there was 110 trouble 
at that time or 
since with the 
Indians. 
J, H. Hallett, an Indian 
trader, states there is undoubtedly 
considerable 
discontent 
among 
the Pillagers 
over 
the ruin 
of 
their rice fields and hay meadows 
by the overflow of water conse­ 
quent 
upon 
the construction of 
government dams, hut he kouws 
the Indians well and he does not 
apprehend any trouble whatever. 
They are peaceably disposed, and 
will not trouble anyone if let alone. 
Almost daily Indians as well as 
whites are reaching Brainerd from 
Leech Lake, and if there is any 
foundation for the rumor o f an 
outbreak it is strange indeed that 
nothing is know n of it here.

How General Grant Saved the Keek m 
General It. E. Lee. 
The wrar was over. 
General Le* and 
his half-starved Confederates had re­ 
turned lo I heir desolated homes on theii 
parole of honor. 
The victorious North­ 
ern and Western armies, under com­ 
mand of Grant and Sherman, were en­ 
camped in and around Washington 
City. 
Jefferson Davis was an inmate 
of a casement in Fortress Monroe and 
Edwin M. Stanton was the power lye- 
hind the throne who ran the Govern­ 
ment while Secretary of War. 
Generals Graut and Rawlins were 
playing a game of billiards in the Na­ 
tional Hotel and two civilians were in­ 
dulging in that pastime on an opposite 
table. 
A major in the regular army en­ 
tered the spacious room in a hurry and 
whispered to General Grant. 
The lat­ 
ter laid his cue on the table saying: 
“Rawlins, don’t disturb the balls until 
I return,” and hurried out. 
One of the 
civilians said to the other: “Pay for the 
game and hurry out 
There is some­ 
thing up.” 
General Grant had reached the street, 
where, in front of the hotel, stood a 
mounted sentinel. 
Grant ordered the 
soldier to dismount and springing into 
saddle put spurs to the horse and rode 
up the avenue so fast as to attract the 
attention of pedestrians. 
The first civ­ 
ilian questioned the soldier as to the 
cause of such sudden haste on the part 
of General Grant* but was answered 
with the surprise of one who knew 
nothing. 
The second citizen appeared 
saying: * ‘What has become of Grant?” 
, On being told of the General's break­ 
neck ride up Pennsylvania avenue it was 
decided to go to the War iVpartm -nt 
and learn the cans**, if po*>ihlr. Co'onel 
liurryll, of the Second Regular Infantry 
and husband of Sue Denin, the actress, 
.was disbursing officer in the Quarter­ 
m asters department, presided over by 
General Rucker, and to tha Colonel one 
of the ‘civil ans went for information. 
Asking him if he knew the reason of 
General Grant's hnstv action and if he 
had seen the hero of t ,e hour around 
tUe department. Colonel 
Rarroll an­ 
swered: “Yes,” but was surprised at 
anybody’s knowledge 
of the event 
When told of what trnnspin-d in the 
Inlliard room of the National Hotel tha 
Colonel sai«l: “ Well, as you are aware 
of the coming of General Grant I will 
tell you all about it providing you 
promise not to rejieat it.” 
The promise being given. C o lo n e l 
Rarroll said: “Secr-tary Stanton sent 
form e in reference to the execution of 
certain orders, and while listening to his 
instructions General Grant came in. 
The Secretary greeted the General with 
a pleasant *Good morning,’ which the 
latter returned and in continuation, said: 
“Mr. Secretary, 1 understand that you 
have issued orders for the arrest of 
General Lee and others and desire to 
know if such orders have been placed 
in the hands of any officer for execution. ” 
“ * I have issued w rits for the arre-t 
of all the prominent rebels, and officers 
will be dispatched on the mission pretty 
boon,' replied the Secretary.” 
General Grant appeared cool, though 
laboring under mental excitement, and 
quickly said: 
“Mr. Secretary, when General 
surrendered tom e at Ao[»omattox Court- 
House I gave him my word and honor 
that neither he nor any of his followers 
would 
\h‘ disturbed so long as they 
obeyed their parole of honor. 
I have 
learned nothing to cause me to believe 
that any of my late adversaries have 
broken their promises and have conie 
here to make you aware of that fact, 
and w ould also suggest that those orders 
be canceled. 
Secretary Stanton became terribly an- 
grv at being spoken to in such a man­ 
ner by his inferior officer, and said 
“General Grant, aroyou aware whom 
you are talking to? 
1 am the Secretary 
of War. ” 
Quick as a flash Grant answered 
back: “And I am General Grant. Issue 
those orders at your peril.” 
Then 
turning on his heel General 
Grant 
w alked out of tha room a s unconcerned 
as if nothing had happened. 
“ It is needless to say,’’ continued 
Colonel Rairoil, “that neither (ieneral 
Lee nor any of his soldiers were arrest­ 
ed. 
I was dismissed from the presence 
of the Secretary with the remark that 
my services in connection with the ar­ 
rest of the leading rebels would be dis­ 
pensed with until he took time to con­ 
sider. and I now wait the result of his 
decision.” 
Like some cases in law, that decision 
of the great Wjh* Secretary was re­ 
served for all time, but whether the 
game of billiards between Generals 
Grant and Rawlins was ever played out 
to an end has never been definitely 
known, though it was surmised that 
with the aid of a consoling cigar the 
game was finished.—N.

other occasion a pet Morgan called me, 
while I was engaged ti tv rods from the 
barn, with loud ml i orsistent calls that 
I instantly mule stood meant trouble. 
Going hastily to the stables, I found the 
cow - had broken down a door and were 
having a big frolic where they were 
capable of doing mischief. 
As soon as 
I approached the horse gave a satisfied 
whinny, followed bv n long sigh of re­ 
lief, and went to eating quietly. 
But for real vocalization the fowls 
surpass both animals and birds. I have 
had one rooster that had a remarkable 
power of laughing.

which gentlem an the man, who gave his 
name as Geo. West, obtained employ­ 
ment. 
Later on West engaged rooms at 
the corner of 7th and Rosewood streets, 
at the residence of James M artin. 
Here 
the couple lived in their simple way for 
something like six months, and, although 
their means were limited and their table 
at times was only graced with a crust of 
bread, they seemed to enjoy life. 
Last 
Saturday morning, however, the woke up 
to a realization that their “ dream of life 
was o’er,” and, telling Mr. M artin’s peo­ 
ple that they were going to Little Falls 
to secure work, they started for the train 
but instead went to A itkin.

The meet­ 
ing between father and daughter 
was 
truly affecting. 
The girl was in an up­ 
per room and when sent for she came 
down, and on opening the door the first 
thing she said w as “ Pa don't strike m e.” 
The old gentleman immediately inform­ 
ed lier lie would not strike he, but that 
she “deserved to have her ii—d neck 
broke.” 
The couple were brought back 
to Brainerd, the girl saying that she 
would not go back to Dakota with her 
father, but when the old man informed 
her that she could go home alive and 
well or in a box with a bullet through 
her heart, she weakened, and commenced 
to work on the old m an’s feelings about 
letting ber param our off without prose­ 
cuting him, which he finally consented 
to do if both would promise to let the 
m atter drop and never meet again, and 
that the girl would go peaceably home 
with him. 
Accordingly the father and 
daughter departed the next m orning 
and that night Wescott was released, and 
I lie immediately left town on foot.

How Grant Im pressed Bismarck 


From a Talk with a Boston Herald Correspond­ 
ent 


R elics of War. 


The wounds of four years of war will 
leave 
their sears 
on 
fifty years 
of 
peace. 
Not on ly tho stained bodies of 
the last survivors of the old conflict, 
the burden of its m ilitary debt, and the 
lingering sorrow of its victim widow 
anil orphans, continue to bear witness 
to the calam ity of w ar; but the dumb 
objects of nature on the hard-fought 
luittle-fiolds preserve its history, 
and 
testify to the violence of its strife. 
A striking illustration of the hard 
legacy which a war bequeaths is here 
presented in the w restling of the peace­ 
ful lum ber-m ill with the old trees that 
stood where hostile men fired iron aud 
lead at each other. 
Cornelius 
Sm ith 
has the contract for saw ing into bandier 
ft large untidier o f logs cut from trees 
standing on the field of Antiatom at the 
tim e of the battle. 
He says I hat all sorts of m issiles, from 
cannon halls to buckshot, are alm ost 
daily m et with in the tim ber, and that 
it is really dangerous to stand near the 
saws having been snapped into frag­ 
m ents, by striking iron shot imbedded 
in the logs. 
A large, angular fragm ent of a shed 
was struck by a saw a few’ days ago, and 
a perfect shower of sparks rained about 
the mill from the contact of the m etals, 
the saw being finally snapped iii several 
pieces. 
In another instance a grape shot was 
cut through by a saw, leaving a bright, 
polished surface on each hem isphere 
of the m issile. 


One thing that struck me forcibly wa* 
the clear and concise manner in which 
Grant talked on the various subjects hi 
discussed.

Ho never liositoled to sacrifice 
10,000 men for the sake of obtaining an 
im portant advantage, but ne also pre­ 
ferred to retreat rather than spill a 
drop of blood in order to win a fruit­ 
less victory. 
He was always ready to 
expose him self to the fire of the enem y, 
and was astonishing phlegm atic and 
modest. 
Ile 
was always generous in 
recom m ending his rivals for prom otion, 
exceedingly delicate and sparing of hu­ 
m iliations toward the conquered. 
The 
deliverer of the slaves, the savior of a 
country, and the idol of a nation, Grant 
m ight have played the role of Monk 
when the assassination of President 
Lincoln threw everything into disorder. 
T do not think tile idea of taking ad­ 
vantage of his position iii order to usurp 
power ever crossed his mind.

An OIA Sea Captain T ells of W onders P er­ 
formed By Storm W aves. 
New York Tribune. 
Captain Parselle, of tho White!Star 
steamship Adriatic, has' been plowing 
tlio boundless main these forty years. 
He has navigated every ocean and al­ 
most every known body of water large 
enough to float a ship. 
During recent 
years lie has commanded some one 
of the 
Liverpool steamers 
of the 
NN bite Star Line, and has thousands of 
acquaintances in this city who know 
well what an honost, bluff, straightfor­ 
ward bld sea dog he is. 
This introduc­ 
tion to the Tribune readers would be 
wholly unnecessary but for the miracu­ 
lous nature of the stories which are to 
follow’, and which,' says Captain Par­ 
selle, “are as true and sure as that the 
sun is now shining at us here on mv 
deck.”- , - 
- 
J 
The conversation which had preceded 
these wonderful tales had referred to 
the storm wave lately* encountered in 
mid-ocean by the Germanic. 
The cap­ 
tain explained what sort of a sea it was. 
The newspapers called it a tidal wave.” 
he said, “but it was nothing of the sort 
Tidal waves only occur in bays, firths, 
and rivers which are so situated as to 
be peculiarly sensitive to the influences 
of the moon and of gravitation. 
At 
least that is how met* rologists explain 
them. 
But though I have studied their 
theories w ith laborious care, I have en­ 
countered tidal waves that had an origin 
far more subtle than in tho local situa­ 
tions that make water especially excit­ 
able. 
“For instance, I saw a tidal wave 
once from a high bluff on tho banks af 
the Ganges. 
It was a perpendicular 
wall of water advancing at the rate of 
about twenty miles an hour. 
It was 
perfectly straight, except ut the very 
to{i, where it crested into a foam that 
had not strength enough to fall.** It 
w*as about seventeen feet high. 
That 
wasapure tidal wave, and I have never 
yet been able to work out its origin or 
cause. 
“Now a storm wave, such as struck 
the Germanic, is a very different thing, 
and inexplicable upon thoroughly well­ 
defined meteorological principl* s. The 
wind in a first-class ocean storm is hope­ 
lessly erratic. 
I Ii ive known it to blow 
from every point of the compass within 
half an hour. 
ft blows with terrific 
force and of course, creates tremend­ 
ously In avy seas in every direction 
whence it blows. 
The sea recover! very 
slowly, so that alter tho wind has 
veered from south to north, the seas 
come at yon ingulfing waves in every 
conceivable direction. 
Now, there is a 
point where the influence of all these 
seas unit**, pr oil acing a wave that reach­ 
es incredible altitudes with a force that 
is simply irresistible. 
That is a storm 
wave, and that is what knocked tile 
Germanic. 
No seaman can locate it, 
and if you happen to be in its path all 
- yoncan-do is- take it. 
“Have I ever encountered one? Well, 
I should say so. I don’t often tell these 
stories, for if a man tells many of them 
he is in danger of losing his reputation 
for varacity. 
The yarn I ara going to 1 
spin now, however, is true. 
It is mr 
own experience, and whether anybody 
believes it or not, it is so. 
Thirty-three 
years ago I was the chief officer of a 
900-ton ship. 
We sailed l*ctween Lon- I 
don and India. 
One evening, when a 
few hours out from London, in tho Eng­ 
lish ('flannel, the time came to relieve 
tho watch. 
That was 8 o’clock. 
Tho I 
sky was a little murky,but qot absolute* j 
ly cloudy. 
The channel waters w<*re | 
calin. 
The broose was fresh, bl >wing . 
from the west at such a rate as to com­ 
pel us to sail under a reefed mainsail 
arni double-reefed topsails. 
On our lee 
side wan a brig. 
My captain uud I 
were standing together on deck. 
I had 
given orders for the watch to be called, i 
and they were then assembled on the 
poop deck. 
The captain said to nm, 
‘Mr. Parselle, I think Hie light ought 
to lie visible by this time' meaning the 
Eddystone light. 
‘Suppose I go aloft 
and look,’ I answered. 
“I went up the riggtngtill I got about 
sixty feet aloft, and sadder Iv, w h o 
juut in that perilous position, I heard a 
terrible shout from the deck. 
I looked 
down to see what was the matter, and 
just as I did so a mountain of water 
struck us amidships. 
It picked me 
right off my feet and hurled me clear 
through tho 
rigging, 
flattened me 
against the mast w hence I fell down in­ 
to tho m a in to p .T h e rest of what hap-, 
peued I discovered after recovery. The 
wave took off every strip of rigging and 
canvas, all the yards, boats and arms, 
ami left Hie ship with only lier masts 
standing. 
Wo ran back to the Isle of 
Wight, and anchored in the Holent to 
ascertain the extent of the damage, and 
we discovered tile most wonderful thing 
of all. 
The ship had been sheathed 
with copper, and that waffrhad stripped 
its top sheet off for eighty feet of the 
ship a length, as clean as a mechanic’s 
shears could have done! 
“How did it happen? 
Don’t ask me. 
I suppose there may have l>een a little 
hole in the copper, and the water was 
forced into it with such immeasurable 
power as to have the effect I have de­ 
scribed. 
But you remember I told you 
there was a brig to tho leeward of us. 
The next morning we saw lier lying 
astern of us in the Solent. 
Her masts 
were gone, and if an army of carpenters 
had been at work clearing of her deck, 
they could not have left her more bar­ 
ren than that wave did. 
lier watch 
had been swept overboard and every 
man of them lost. 
“Well, that was a storm wavo for 
you, but I struck one in 1K77 that was 
much more remarkable. 
I was off the 
coast of Japan, captain on one of tho 
finest steamships afloat. 
We were in a 
typhoon. 
They call them typhoons 
there, but they are identical in character 
with our own cyclone and the African 
tornado. 
It was an awful storm, the 
worst I ever saw. Tile w ind howled and 
shrieked and raved like a million of de­ 
mons loosed from the Styx. 
The seas 
struggled with each other for our pos­ 
session, aud roared the most infernal 
noise as they broke over us in merciless 
force. 
The sky was inky, but not a 
drop of w ater fell. 
My chief officer 
and myself were standing on the bridge 
directing tile helm. 
Suddenly,directly 
in front of us, about a hundred yards 
away, I Baw a most prodigious mount­ 
ain of water. 
Its towering crests was 
splashed into a white foam, and ap­ 
peared just between the two yards of 
the mast. 
Al>ove Hie hellish din of the 
storm I could hear the awful base roar 
of that monster wave as it came toward 
us like a steam-engine. 
I turned to 
my officer. His face was as white as 
chalk. 
“Here's the last of our good boat, my 
boy,” I said, and turned her nose right 
into the wave. 
“Her bow rose until we were almost 
perpendicular. 
I almost though^ we 
should be thrown over. 
The crest 


am an honest man,, 
her bow fell and I 
her keel rose, and we passed over that ! 
most terrific wave as gently as a chin ! 
over a mill pond rip p le! 
I never was so 
dum bfounded in my life, for I fully ex­ 
pected that m oment to be the last that 
ship would 
ever know. 
These two j 
yarns, mind you, are my own personal 
experience^, and I give my word of j 
honor for their truth. 
“ A Inuit three weeks ago on my last I 
trip back to E ngland we called 
at ] 
Queenstown. 
There I met my friend, I 
Mr. T hom as^ irry, the secretary of the 
London Board of Trade, a thoroughly 
well-known man, whose word is as good 
as his bond. 
Ho told me in good faith 
the follow ing story and said he knew it 
to be true: Som e tim e ago, precisely 
when I don’t just now remeinl>er,a new 
light was being put in the Eddystone 
lighthouse. 
This 
house, 
you know 
stands on a solid rock, which the sea 
entirely covers at high water. 
Tho 
building is a circular iron tower, hollow 
in the center, and about nine feet in 
diameter. 
T he m aterials which were 
used to fix the new light were brought 
by steam ers to the rock, and holes were 
opened in the base of the lighthouse, 
through which they were admitted into 
this hollow space. 
Then they were 
hoisted up by derric ks to the top of the 
lighthouse. 
“One afternoon the son of the archi­ 
tect, 
a young man just about of age, 
was standing at the top of the tower, 
looking down into the hollow space, a 
distance of a hundred and forty feet to 
the rock Indow. 
Suddenly he became 
dizzy and fell headlong into the abyss. 
Just at that opportune and Providential 
moment a storm wave, such as I have 
been describing, 
broke 
against tho 
light house*. 
The hole in its base had 
not boon closed, and in the twinkling 
of an eye, at Hie very moment the young 
man fell, the water rushed in through 
theso holes, up the hollow tower, and 
received the falling form. 
Receding 
im m ediately, the water loft him, alive 
and none tho worse for his ducking, on 
tho rock at the tower’s base! 
“The tea saves lives as well as de­ 
vours them .” , 


Tile Increase of CeliYaacy. 


Mr. Dana has indulged in some re­ 
flections on the increase of celibac y in 
New J ingland and the Middle States. 
His reflections are not without interest: 
Formerly in New England a bache­ 
lor of thirty or more was a marked in­ 
dividual, and especially in the smaller 
towns was subjected to both ridicule 
and censure. 
Public opinion was of­ 
fended when a man went much beyond 
I the marriageable age without taking a 
I w ife, and ho was pre tty sure to become 
I a butt or an object of suspicion among 
i his ne ighbors. 
But now all that is 
changed wherever there are not many 
foreigners in a community. 
There rn 
j un actual and a proj>ortionate decrease 
in the number of marriages, and the 
falling off was greater last year than ever 
before. 
The Connecticut town clerks 
say that at least one-half of the young 
! men between twenty-one and thirty art 
j unmarried, whereas formerly nine in 
J ten married before they were twenty* 
six. 
course, the reason for 
this 
j disposition to put off marriage is th* 
, conviction of tin young men that they 
can accumulate more mcuev, or gel 
j more jw-rsonal comfort, bv ho delaying. 
They do not want to be hampered by a 
j wife ami family while they are laving 
j the foundations of a fortune, but art 
waiting until they gi t an income large 
enough to en d ie them to live nicely. 
The longer they wait, the* less are they 
disposed to assume matrimonial respon­ 
sibilities, for U w of them get the amount 
j of money they think they need to sup­ 
port a family, and their personal wauts 
are likely to g>> on increasing with their 
incomes. 
This state of tilings is not at 
all peculiar to Connecticut. 
Through­ 
out New England tho agt-at which men 
marry is growing gro lier, if the foreign 
population ho ext* pied, and the numbet 
; af those who remain single through life 
I is largo, and continually increasing. 
The towns are full not only ol old maids, 


1 but of bachelor 
too; and instead ol 
being the bott of ridicule, a young man 
I who refrains from marriage until he ii 
well settled in life is looked npon 
a 
sensible and prudent fellow. 
The same 
disposition to delay marriage, or to 
keep out of it altogether, is strikingly 
displayed in 
New 
York, where the 
number of clubs and of club nioraltcr*- 
has greatly increased of late years 1m*- 
eau.se of it. 
These young men ar able 
to (jet luxuries and elegances at their 
chills which they could not expect to 
provide at their own homes if they were 
married, and they will rather forego 
marring© than civ© them up. 
It would 
be all very well if they could get wives 
with portions which permitted the con­ 
tin nan ce of such self indulgence, but few 
of them are aide to do that. 
A* bach­ 
elors they can live off the fat of theland. 
dress with elegance, and enjoy social 
gayeties, to which they know that they 
are welcomed with tile more eagerness 
because they are single. 
As married 
men their income would force them to 
live with the closest economy, or what 
they would regard as such.
